York last winter, jUie direct cause of 
death being a subphrenic abscasi fol- 
lowing operatloiis on his chest/ 

Caruso suitered a'relq^se Saturday 
during a holiday trip to Pompeii. 

Hjs condition was so serious physt- 
ctans feared be would die immediate- 
ly. Injections of camphor were used 
to keep him alive. 

An operation was decided upon after 
eminent surRCons had been called In. 
Caruso watched the professional men 
quizzically and jested at their alarm. 

The tenor came through the opera- 
tion nicely, but his strength was gone. 
He did not recover aa he had previous, 
ly and the anxiety of his attendanu 
turned to certainty. 

The' operation bad left the singer 
very weak and his heart was kept go- 
ing only by frequent Injections. He 
sank Iteadliy from the time he was 
removed from the operating room.

Increase In Postage Ratei» Tax on 
Kiink Checks and Maof Other 
Chaoges Are Said To feave Been 
guest ed By MeUoa. 

Washington. Aug. l.— A tax of 2 
cents on bank checks, a flat license 
fa.\ of 810 on all automobiles, irre- 
spective of cost or horsepower, an In 
crease of first class postage rates to 
3 cents and an ailded levy on cigars, 
tobacco and cigarettes are understood 
to have Iieeii aiming tax revision sug 
gesllons preseiiteil .Monday by Secre- 
tary Mellon to the Mouse Ways and 
Means Committee tnoeting In executive 
session. 

Other suggestions were said to have 
Included: A reduction of 60 per cent In 
transportation taxes, both passenger 
and freight, nest year and their elim- 
ination the year following. 

Repeal of the taxes on soda foun- 
tain drinks and Ice crefim. 

Repeal of the excess profits tax and 
elimination of tho Ji'.noo exemption Of 
corporation's incomes 

Increase of the normal income tux 
on corporations from the present ten 
Jier cent, to fifteen per cent. 

Kllminatlon of the Income surtax 
hriit Uei.s abpve 40 per cent with the 
Mii tax rates on Incomes ranging from 
>i; ooo to 850,000 Increased. 

The revenue bill as revised In ac 
oord with these suggestions would be 
designed to raise approximatelv $),- 
000.000.000 next year. It was said Mr. 
Mellon's memorandum embodying his 
views was withheld, but Chairman 
Fordnoy promised to make It public 
Tuesday. 

Uepresontative earner (if Tc\.i3, the 
ranking Deniocratir nipinber of the 
eoinniittee. altaclted tho Treasury Sec- 
reiary's proposals, declaring that 
evpij one or them constituted a

Mr. Mellon was said to have estimat-

Tests may be conducted by any farm- 
er on the animals in his herd .md is 
the one sure means of dtstin»:uishing 
between high producers and the mere- 
ly average cows as well as mcreasing 
the value of the herd and lU prestige 
among dairymen.
